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REVIEW 


Overview 


State Accounts 


* Growth in Gross State Product for the December quarter 1993 was 1.0% 


while Gross Domestic Product for Australia rose 1.3%. State Final 
Demand increased by 0.6% for the third consecutive quarter. 


- Retail turnover in South Australia has shown consistent growth of about 
0.7% per month over the last ten months. 


* In March 1994 the trend series for new motor vehicle registrations in 


South Australia continued the upward movement which has been evident 
over the last five months. 


* The underlying trend estimate for employed persons in South Australia 


fell shghtly in March 1994, continuing the downward movement evident 
since August 1993, while the trend unemployment rate remained flat. 


- There were no working days lost through industrial disputes in South 


Australia from November 1993 to January 1994. 


+ Over the twelve months to February 1994, the weckly award rales of pay 


index for fulltime adult employees in South Australia rose by 1.3%. 


+ The provisional (rend estimate for the total number of dwelling units 


approved in February 1994 continued the downward movement evident 
since January 1993, 


* The total value of housing finance commitments for owner occupred 


dwellings in South Australia for February 1994 at 31.0% above the 
January figure was the highest value ever recorded. 


> The estimated resident population of South Australia increased by 0.15% 


during the September quarter 1993. 


Gross State Product 


Growth in Gross State Product (GSP) (trend estimates expressed in current 
prices) continued 10 slow from the relatively strong growth experienced over 
most of 1992-93. In the December quaricr 1993 prowth in GSP was 1.0%. 
while Gross Domestic Product (GDP) for Australia rose 1.3% for the 
corresponding period. 


Growth over the year to December quarter 1993 was 6.7%, the third highest 
of all States (Western Australia and the Australian Capital Territory prowth 
rales were 9.6% and 6.8% respectively), Australia (GDP) rose 5.9% over 
the same period. 


Growth in wages, salaries and supplements slowed in the December quarter, 
but has remained stronger than for Australia in each of the last five quarters. 


Growth in gross operating surplus remained flat (0.9%) in the December 
quarter 1993, following stronger growth in each quarter of 1992-93. 


State Final Demand 


International Accounts 


GROSS STATE PRODUCT - TREND 
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State Final Demand (trend estimates expressed in 1989-90 prices} increased 
by 0.6% for the third consecutive quarter. Overall growth has been held 
down by the lack of investment expenditure in both the private and public 
sectors, with private capital expenditure declining 2.3% and public sector 
capital declining 6.6%. The sale of the South Australian Gas Company had 
a major influence on the low investment outcome for the public sector in the 
December quarter 1993. 


Government final consumption expenditure grew 2.4% in the December 
quarter 1993. Growth in privale final consumption expenditure was also 
relatively strong, increasing by 1.1%. 
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Exports 


Overseas exports of South Australian produced commodities during the 
three months to February 1994 were valued at $937.3 million which was 
9.1% lower than the level for the same period twelve months previously. In 
the latest three-month period cereals and cereal preparations constituted 
15,3%, metals and metal manufactures, 11.6%; road vehicles, paris and 
accessories, 8.4%: wool and sheepskins, 8.8%, and meat and meat 
preparations, 8.3% of total exports, 


Exports to ASEAN countries accounted for 18.5% of the total during the 
period, followed by Japan (14.3%) and the United States of America 
(11.0%). 
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Overseas imports into South Australia during the three months to Febmary 
1994 (compiled from import documents lodged in South Australia) were 
valued at $612.4 million, 23.7% below the level for the same period twelve 
months previously. In the latest three-month period machinery constituted 
21.4%; road vehicles, parts and accessories 19.6%, and petroleum and 
petroleum products, 16.9% of total imports.

Trend estimates indicate that retail sales for South Australia have shown a 
growth of 0.6% in February 1994 compared with the Australian rate of 
0.4%, At around 0.7% per month retail turnover in South Australta has 
shown consistent growth over the last ten months, During this period the 
following industrics have experienced growth in sales: grocers, 
confectioners, tobacconists; other food stores: hotels, liquor stores, licensed 
clubs, footwear; and electrical stores while sales have been declining in 
butchers and furniture stores. The retail turnover estimate in Original terms 
for South Australia was $581.7 million for February, a decrease of 5.1% 
from the January level of $612.7 million. 


RETAIL TURNOVER 
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In South Australia there were 3,645 new motor vehicles registered im March 
1994, 14.4% higher than in February 1994 and 6.6% higher than March 
1993. For new passenger vehicles only, the leading makes registered were 
Holden (671 vehicles), Toyota (571), Mitsubishi (565), Ford (561) and 
Nissan (129). Although the seasonally adjusted estimate for March 1994 
was 8.2% lower than February 1994 the trend series continued the upward 
movement which has been evident over the last five months.

Dwelling Approvals 
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When the December quarter 1993 is compared with the December quarter 
1992, the number of holiday flats, units and houses available for short-term 
letting increased by 4.1% to 1,377. Unit nights occupied increased by 8.0% 
from 48,675 to 52,563. The unit occupancy rate consequently rose from 
40.0% to 41.6%. Accommodation takings increased by 13.3% from $2.9m 
to 33m while average takings per unit night occupied rose 4.9% from $60 
to $63. 


NUMBER OF GUEST ROOMS AND TAKINGS: 
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Private new capital expenditure in South Australia for the December quarter 
1993 was $329 million, a decrease of 3.4% from the previous quarter. New 
buildings and structures accounted for $70 million while equipment, plant 
and machinery amounted to $259 million. In the December quarter 1993 
survey businesses provided cxpectations of new capital expenditure for the 
six months to June 1994. By adding the estimate to actual expenditure 
incurred in the September and December quarters of 1993, estimates for the 
1993-94 financial year have been compiled. These estimates provide a good 
indication of the likely outcome for the year. The expected new capital 
expenditure for 1993-94 is $1,529 million, compared with actual 
expenditure in 1992-93 of $1,513 million, 


The series of trend estimates for dwelling units approved in South Australia 
has declined since January 1993. The February 1994 estimate of 905 follows 
a revised figure of 913 for the previous month and is down from the January 
1993 peak of 1,083. This is in contrast to the movement in the Australian 
trend figure which has had sustained growth since June 1993 (14,570) and is 
now at 15,506 dwellings. There would need to be an increase of about 1% 
in the seasonally adjusted total number of dwellings approved in March 
1994 for the national trend to continue to show growth.

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From (he Building Activity Survey for the December quarter 1993 it is 
estimated that 2,793 dwellings were commenced in the three months ended 
December 1993. This was a relatively low number compared to previous 
quarterly estimates throughout 1993. The Australian level also declined in 
the December quarter albeit by a smaller amount of 3.2% and the South 
Australian contribution to dwelling commencements was 6.3% in the 
December quarter. 


In February 1994 there was $46.0 million of non-residential building 
approved in South Australia. This level was exceeded only twice throughout 
1993 and was attained because of the presence of large jobs (greater than $2 
million each) in the educational and office categorres. South Australian 
approvals accounted for 5.1% of the national non-residential building sector. 


The total value of building work commenced (at current prices) during the 
December quarter 1993 was $345.5 million. Of this $205.3 million was for 
new residential building, resulting in 2,793 dwelling unils. The total value 
of work done {al current prices) during the December quarter was $376.5 
million while the value of work yet to be done on jobs under construction at 
the end of the quarter was $349.2 million. 
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The December 1993 quarter estimate for the value of engineering work done 
in South Australia was $184.3 million, an increase of 10.4% on the (revised) 
September estimate. The Australian estimate was also greater than in the 
previous quarter, up $137.5 million (or 4.8%), resulting in the proportion of 
engineering work done in South Australia increasing marginally to 6.1% of 
the national total.

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in the December quarter 1993 the all groups Consumer Price Index (CPI) for 
Adelaide rose 0.1%, resulting in an annual increase of 1.9%. Nationally 
prices rose 0.2% for the quarter and 1.9% on an annual basis. Australia's 
Consumer Price Index compares favourably with many of its international 
trading partners. For the all groups cxcluding housing for the year ended 
December quarter 1993, the annual percentage change for Australia was 
2.4%, compared with USA 2.5%, Japan 0.8%, UK 2.9%, Hong Kong 8.2%, 
Korea 5.5%, Taiwan 2.3% and New Zealand 0.7%. 


Prices of house building materials in Adelaide increased by 1.1% over the 
three months to February 1994, compared with a nse of 0.7% nationally. 
On an annual basis, Adelaide prices rose 10.9% compared with 4.9% 
nationally. 


Over the three months ended February 1994 prices of materials used in 
buiiding other than house building rose by 0.8% in Adclaide, compared with 
0.2% for the weighted average of the six state capital cities. In Adelaide the 
item with the greatest price movement over the three months was ready- 
mixed concrete, for which prices rose 7.6%. 


In the December quarter 1993 prices of established houses fell 0.6%, while 
nationally prices rose 0.9% in the quarter. The opposite movement occurred 
with project homes, with prices rising 1.2% in Adelaide for the quarter, 
while nationally prices fell 0.1%. For the year ended December established 
house prices in Adelaide rose 1.3% which was the lowest of all capital cities, 
while prices of project homes rose 5.5% which was the highest of all capital 
cities.

The estimated resident population of South Australia increased by 2,155 
persons during the September quarter 1993 to 1,463,876. South Australia 
experienced a natural increase of 1.981 persons, a gain partially offset by a 
het interstate migration outflow of 735 persons. 


The net gain from overseas migration of 907 persons in the September 
quarter was 869 higher than in the previous quarter. 


During 1992-93 the growth rate for South Australia was 0.4% compared 
with 1.0% for Australia. Victoria had the lowest rate of population growth 
al 0.3%. 


The underlying trend estimate for employed persons in South Australia fell 
slightly to 633,700 in March 1994. 


The underlying trend estimate of employed persons in Australia has been 
increasing since January 1993 and currently stands at 7,830,700. The 
full-ime employment estimate has been increasing since October 1992.

The trend unemployment rate for South Australia has remained at 11.1% 
from December 1993 to March 1994, The trend unemployment rates for 
males and femaies were 11.8% and 10.1% respectively in March 1994.

The irend estimate of the unemployment rate for Australia has been falling 
since September 1993 and stood at 10.4% in March 1994. 
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The percentage of employees who worked overtime in South Australia in 
February 1994 was 16.8% compared with 17.0% in February 1993. 


There were no working days lost through industrial disputes in South 
Australia from November 1993 to January 1994. In the twelve month period 
to January 1994 25,300 days working days were lost. At only 4.0% of the 
national total South Australia has had a relatively low level of industrial 
disputation over this period. 
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Total short-term visitor arrivals to Australia in November 1993 numbered 
284,788. This was 6.6% higher than the previous month and was [1.7% 
higher than in November 1992. The trend estimate increased by 0.3% from 
October 1993. 


Short-term visitor arrivals to South Australia in November 1993 rose by 
36.5% from October 1993, to a total of 7,581. This figure was 26.0% higher 
than in November 1992. 


The State or Territory of stay of overseas visitors is determined from the 
intended address reported on arrival in Australian ports and airports. A 
short-term visit is any intended length of stay less than 12 months.

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Short-term departures of South Australian residents decreased to 7,174 in 
November 1993 which was 12.2% less than in October 1993 and [6.8% less 
than in the previous November. 


Depariures of Australian residents in November 1993 fell to 170,534, a 
decrease of 3.6% from October 1993 and 2.3% lower than the November 
1992 figure. The trend estimate increased 0.2%, between October and 
November £993,

Average weckly ordinary time earnings of full-time adult employees in 
South Australia decreased slightly to $599.40 in November 1993, down from 
$603.30 in August 1993. Male ordinary time carnings decreased to $626.50, 
compared with $631.00 for the previous quarter. Female earnings decreascd 
slightly to $543.20. 


The average weekly total carnings for all employees was $492.50 in 
November 1993, down slightly from $503.10 in August 1993, 


Since it is an average of earnings across all employees, changes in average 
weekly earnings may occur through changes in employment as well as 
changes in pay levels. 


Over the twelve months 1o February 1994, the weekly award rates of pay 
index for full-time adult employees in South Australia rose by 1.3%. The 
index for females was the highest of the States afler Queensland. 


The largest annual movement of the index for full-time adult males has 
occurred in the wholesale and retail trade industry with a 3.0% increase 
since February 1993. For adult females employed full-time, the wholesale 
and retail trade was also the highest, showing a 3.1% rise between February 
1993 and 1994. 


The total value of housing finance commitmenis for owner occupied 
dwellings for February 1994 was $322.2 million. This was an increase of 
$76.3 million (31.0%) from January 1994 and was the highest value ever 
recorded. The previous highest was $306.7 million in December 1993. 


This increase in housing finance commitments was evident across the board 
with financing for construction, the purchase of newly erected and 
established dwellings increasing $9.2 million (27.1%), $6.9 million (36.9%) 
and $51.2 million (33.0%) respectively. 


In January 1994 personal finance commitments totalled $151.9 million. 
This was $9.3 million (5.7%) less than the value of $161.0 million recorded 
for the December 1993 period. 


This decrease was due, almost entirely, to a reduction in personal finance 
commitments under fixed loan facililics of $9.8 million (9.0%). The most 
significant decreases occurred in the categories of refinancing (down 
29.5%), travel and holidays (down 21.7%); and debt consolidation (down 
20.9%). 


In contrast, personal finance commitments under revolving credit facilities 
increased slightly to $52.4 million in January 1994 compared to $51.9 
million in December 1993.

Total commercial finance commitments fell $48.6 million (12.4%) to $343.9 
million in January 1994. 


Commercial finance commitments under fixed loan facilities totalled $167.8 
million, 26.7% less than that recorded for December 1993. Notable 
decreases were recorded in wholesale trade (down $10.2 million) and 
property and business services (down $10.1 million): 


Commercial finance commitments under revolving credit facilitics, however, 
increased slighily (7.5%) to $176.1 million in January 1994. This increase 
was mainiy duc to an increase in finance commitments of $36.1 million in 
the manufacturing industry. 
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In January 1994 the yalue of lease finance commitments was $12.0 million, 
a decrease of $5.2 million (30.2%) from December 1993. 


This decrease occurred, predominantly, in the category of total motor 
vehicles (down $2.3 million), in particular new motor cars and station 
wagons, and new heavy trucks (both down $0.8 million). 


Other categories that showed significant decreases were other (down $1.9 
million), electronic data processing equipment (down $0.9 million}; and 
shop and office furniture, fittings and equipment (down $0.8 million).

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Australian Business Expectations 


Introduction 


In the September quarter 1993 the Australian Bureau of 
Statistics (ABS) conducted its first Business Expectations 
Survey. This survey was developed in response to an 
expressed need for better information about future trading 
conditions in Australia. The latest survey was conducted 
in the March quarter 1994, 


This survey is the largest and most comprehensive of its 
type in Australia and the only survey to provide both a 
qualitative indicator of business confidence (a weighted 
net balance) and a quanfifative measure of expected 
change (a weighted aggregate) for a range of business 
performance indicators. The survey has the following 


features. 
+ 3,000 representative Australian businesses are 
sampled. 


+ Businesses of all sizes are covered. 
‘+ All industries except agriculture and general 

government are represented. 

« All States and Territories are included. 

+ Responses are weighted with respect to the size of the 
reporting business. ; 

- Results are produced for both a short term expectation 
(next quarter comparcd with current quarter) and a 
medium term expectation (equivalent quarter next 
year compared with current quarter). 


Methodology 


The survey is based on a stratified random sample of 
approximately 3,000 businesses selected from the ABS 
annual Economic Activity Survey (EAS) and is conducted 
by mail each quarter. The EAS provides the benchmark 
information which is used to weight individual business 
responses and to enable the aggregation of percentage 
responses from different businesses. The survey 
population for the EAS is derived from the ABS central 
register of business units. 


The sample is stratified by industry, sector (private and 
government) and size (number of cmployees), and is 
supplemented by a further sample of businesses which 
have been created since the sample was selected. 


All employing businesses in the economy except for those 
involved in agriculture or general government are within 
the scope of this survey. Each unit is classified io an 
industry in accordance with the Australian and New 
Zealand Standard Industrial Classification (ANZSIC). 


Data are presented in three business sizes: 
+ small (generally fewer than 20 employees, but fewer 
than 100 for manufacturers); 
- medium (generally between 20 and 100 employees, 
but between 100 and 599 for manufacturers); 
+ large (more than 100 employees generally, but 600 or 
more for manufacturers). 


Business Performance Indicators 


The survey uses a set of well recognised economic trading 
indicators to measure future trading activity. These 
indicators include: 
« sales of goods and services; 
* selling prices; 
* expenses; 
+ stocks; 
* employment ; 
‘capital expenditure; 
profits: 
exports and imports. 


Comparison with Similar Surveys 


Surveys of business expectations have been available to 
decision makers in Australia for many years. The main 
output from these surveys has been a qualitative indicator 
which provides the net proportion of business predicting a 
rise or fali in future business conditions. However, such 
indicators suffer from the limitation of being based on 
responses which are unweighted with respect to the size of 
the business with cach reporting business being given an 
equal weight in the overall result. 


As alternatives to the nef balance approach the ABS has 
produced both a weighted net balance indicator and a 
weighted measure of expected (percentage) change. The 
weighted net balance is calculated by assigning a weight 
to each selected business according to its relative 
economic contribution based on Jevel of sales, 
expenditure, employment etc. 


The impact on the net balance indicator as a result of this 
weighting is presented in the following table.

This table shows that for the March quarter 1994 a 
positive simple net balance of 3.1% of businesses expect 
an increase in employment. However, the lower and 
negative weighted net balance of 11.8% indicates that 
businesses expecting a decrease in employment tend on 
avcrage to be larger than those expecting an increase. 


Seasonal [Influences and Price Variations 


The data presented in this article cannot be adjusted for 
the impact of seasonal influences or for price variations 


which may occur between the current period and the 
expectations periods. 


Caution should be exercised in comparing results across 
quarters as seasonal influences may outweigh changes in 
economic conditions. The earliest indication of seasonal 
influences will not be available until at least five quarters 
expectations data are available, 


Key Results 


Short term Outlook - Expected Change for the June 
quarter 1994 compared with the March quarter 1994 


A weighted net balance of 47.4 % of all businesses expect 
increased sales in the June quarter. Sales are expected to 
increase by 1.9% but follow the 1.4% decline expected for 
the March quarter. 


Although most businesses expect to increase their prices, 
the weighted aggregate change increase of 0.5%, similar 
to the 0.4% increase expecied for the March quarter, 
suggests little impact on inflation. 


Profits, investment, operating expenses, imports and 
exports are all expected to rise in the June quarter while 
employment is expected to decline marginally.

Medium Term Outlook - Expected Change for the March 
quarter 1995 compared with the March quarter 1994 


Sales of goods and services are expected to be 3.9% 
higher for the March quarter 1995 than for the March 
Quarter 1994. Selling prices are expected to increase by 
1.3% reflecting a continuation of the low inflationary 
pressure evident in the expectations of the previous 
survey. An increase of 20.4% in expected profit indicates 
continuing strong growth. 
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While a net balance of 35.2% of businesses expect an 
increase in capital expenditure in the March quarter 
1995, the negligible weighted expected aggregate change 
of 0.1% indicates that there is no significant upturn in 
this series. 


Little change in employment is expected but wages are 
expected to increase by 1.8% and total operating expenses 
by 1.7%. 


Imports and exports are expected to increase by 0.6% and 
1.8% respectively.

Betailed Results - Size of Business 


Short ferm Outlook - Expected Change for the June 
Quarter 1994 compared with the March Quarter 1994 


Medium (2.9%) and large (2.5%) businesses expect sales 
to rise while small businesses expect a negligible 
decrease, All businesses expect a similar rise in selling 
prices. Medium and large businesses expect increased 
profits while small businesses expect a fall. Only medium 
businesses anticipate an increase in employment. 


Medium Term Outlook - Expected Change for the March 
Quarter 1995 compared with the March Quarter 1994 


Medium and large businesses expect increases in sales of 
3.7% and 4.2% respectively while small businesses 
anticipate a rise of only 1.9%. All businesses expect 
selling prices to increase by 1.3%. Small businesses 
expect only a modest increase in profits while medium 
and large businesses expect rises of 42.5% and 22.6% 
respectively. 


Large businesses expect full-time equivalent employment 
to fall while medium and small businesses expect modest 


rises, Wages and other expenses are expected to increase 
between 1% and 2.5%. 


Detailed Results - Industries 


Short term Outlook - Expected Change for the June 
Quarter 1994 compared with the March Quarter 1994 


Consistent with normal seasonal patterns most industries 
are expecting sales to increase with the most significant 
being construction (3.4%); finance and insurance (2.7%), 
and manufacturing (2.6%). However, no increase in sales 
ig expected in the transport, storage and communication 
indusiry. 


Juae is the peak seasonal quarter for capital expenditure 
and this is reflected in the short term expectations for 
many industries with nuning (12.6%), and transport, 
storage and communication (9.0%) leading the way. 


Profit increases are expected for most industries ranging 
up to 29.0% for construction and 17.8% for 
manufacturing. Transport, storage and communication 
(-16.9%), and wholesale (-11.9%) are exceptions. 


Most industries expect employment to fall in the short 
term with transport, storage and communication (-1.7%), 
and electricity, water and gas {-1.2%)} looking to make the 
vreatest cuts. The accommodation, cafes and restaurants 
industry expects growth of 1.3%. 


Medium Term Outlook - Expected Change for the March | 
Quarter [995 compared with the March Quarter 1994 


Most industries expect sales to increase at around the 
average rate of 3.9% with transport, storage and 
communication (8.3%) and electricity, pas and water 
(1.6%) being exceptions. 


Overall little increase is expected in capital expenditure 
in the medium term. However, the mining industry is 
expecting a fall of 16.2% and transport, storage and 
communication a rise of 8.3%. 


Most imdustries expect strong growth in profit with 
transport, storage and communication the highest at 
52.8%. The smalicst increases arc expected for 
electricity, gas and water (2.3%) and mining (6.7%). 


A number of industries expect a decline in employment in 
the medium term with the greatest decreases being 
electricity, gas and water (5.0%); construction (3.0%), 
and transport, storage and communication (3.0%). 
Property and business services expect the greatest 
increase at 1.4%. 


Detailed Results - State 


Short and medium term expected change in business 
performance indicators by State are more difficult to 
compile and subject to a greater degree of estimation than 
the Australian estimates. This is because of the 
difficulties which multi-State businesses face in providing 
separate expeclations responses for each State segment of 
the business. 
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The following results relate to the sales of goods and 
services. Other performance indicators may be made 
available as unpublished data or as a special data service. 


Short term Outlook - Expected Change for the June 
Quarter 1994 compared with the March Quarter 1994 


Businesses in Quecnsland (2.4%), Western Australia 
(2.4%), the Northern Territory (2.3%} and South 
Australia (2.0%) anticipate increases in sales above the 
Australian figure of 1.9%. 


Smaller increases are expected in New South Wales 
(1.7%), Victoria (1.7%), the Australian Capital Territory 
(1.6%) and Tasmania (1.1%). 


Medium Term Outlook - Expected Change for the March 
QOuarter 1995 compared with the March Quarter 1994 


All States and Territorics are expecting increascs in sales 
within the range 2.5 to 4.4%. 


Businesses in Victoria (4.4%) and Queensland (4.1%) 
expect to do better than the Australian average of 3.9% in 
the medium term while those in the Australian Capital 
Territory (3.8%), South Australia (3.2%), Western 
Australia (3.1%), Tasmania (2.7%) and ihe Northern 
Territory (2.5%) have expectations below the Australian 
figure.
